Ir would be superfluous to comment upon 
the text of Lord Carnarvon's masterly 
State paper, dated Jan: 3rd of last year— 
published in our Saturday night’s issue 
—as the despatch amply explains itself, 
Indeed, we do not remember—of over 
having seen an official document ‘con- 
taining less circumlocution or more plain- 
ness of speech, There are, however, 
many things which this celebrated de- 


spatch explains outside of its own’ four: 


corners; and to these we shall devote a 
few remarks, Lord Carnarvon forcibly 
explains, clearly accounts for, and unan- 
swerably defends the position asaumed 
by. this community against the vicious, 
one-sided, ‘and crocked\policy of B. E. J. 
Pope Hennesay ; and a careful perusal 
of this document from the late Secretary 
of Stale for the Colonies will show that 
@ most faithful and accurate. forecast. of 
the future is taken, amounting almaost to 
a prophetic warning, If any justification 
were necessary for the severe journalisti¢ 
strictures passed upon’ Governor Henes- 
ay’s public acts, for tha bold criticisms 
upon his measures and utterances which 
have been passed by the majority. of the 
unofficial members of the Legislative 
Council, for the outspokenness of the 
public mecting of October of last year, 
and for the present universal feeling of. 
dissatistaction at his policy and gratitude 
over his anticipated removal, that justi- 
fication is to be found in tho dignified

YOKOHAMA.

No confirmations have been received 
from ’Shanghai of the alarming announca- 
ment made about three weeks since in the 
North-China Daily News about impending 
hostilities between China and Japan. To 
the best of our belief all danger, for the 
present, is over, and better counsels may 
have prevailed. Neither China nor Japan 
are ablo to go to war with eacn other. 
‘Neither has a fleet, nor, transport ‘service, 
nor military means to carry on any but 
purely defensive warlike operations. Japan 
cannot attack China, because the transport 
service required would be contemptible in 
quality, and it is a question whether the 
apanese fleet in its totality is more than. 
able to cope with the four Chinese squa- 


drons. There is no reserve or surplusage | 


for purposes‘of convoy, or for protecting 

landing places for troops. 

* China is just as feeble for offence as 

Japan is, and the Chinese land forces are 

without tactical organization, or commis- 

sariat, or medical, or scientific services, 
Further, bolligerent rights will only be 


given by.foreign powers to combatants able | 


to carry on war according to rules ; so that 
partial or irregular blockades, or privateer- 
ing raids, would quickly bring about their 
own punishment, 2 

The China rulers are said to be quite 
aware of their militant deficiencies and 
may be disposed to pocket the affront of 
the Loochoo's if some reasonable mode of 
retreat is made. As foreign powers are 
greatly interested in' the preservation of 
peace—the impudent insinuation of the 
Japan Weekly Mail of the 8th inst. not- 
withstanding—some advances might with 
advantage be made on either. side, and, 
perhaps, in a short time the distrust and 
aversion which now oxists may disappear, 
or soften into amicable relations between 
the two estranged empires, ~ : 

The estimated cost to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment of its share in the Melbourne ex- 
hibition to take place next year is set down 
at 84,015 yen. é 

An Osaka native paper is responsible for
